BENTON NIGHT 
RIDER TRIALS 



First Night Rider Cases Re- 
sulted In a Hung 
Jury. 



SAM COLLIE CLEARED. 



More Than 80 Men Are Un- 
der Indictment Await- 
ing Trials. 



Benton, Ky., June 20.— The jury 
in the Burnett Phelps case was dis- 
missed this afternoon at 2 o'clock, 
after having been held together for 
twenty-six hours. They reported 
that it was impossible to agree. It 
was ascertained that the jury was 
evenly divided, six being for con' 
tion and six for acquittal. 

Burnett Phelps is charged with 
participating in the raid on Birming- 
ham, in March, when John Scruggs, 
an old negro, was killed, and his 
infant grandchild was so badly shot 
it died the next day. Several ne- 
groes were whipped. 

The defense relied on alibr* evi- 
dence to acquit their client. Both, 
sides made out a strong case. Com- 
monwealth's Attorney John G. Lov- 
ett made a strong Bpeech, denoun- 
cing such lawlessness as night riding 
in strong terms. He pleaded with 
the jury to do its duty and send 
Phelps to the penitentiary. Attor 
neys C. K. Wheeler and W. A. Ber- 
ry, of Paducah, also put up strong 
arguments for their client, Attorney 
Wheeler's speech being 'flowery. 
William Reeder also spoke for the 
commonwealth and Attorney Jack 
Fisher for the defendant. 

The Phelps case was the first tried 
in Marshall county and it is consid- 
ered a victory for the defense. The 
commonwealth's attorney is hopeful 
though of convicting some of the 
men indicted, and he has a large 
number to work on. 

While Attorney Berry was speak- 
ing he made a remark that was ap- 
proved by a large number of the 
audience applauding. The common 
wealth's attorney waa quick to arise 
and asked the court, "Judge I wish 
you would stop these night riders 
from applauding the speaker." 
There were some murmurs of disap- 
proval at the request, but Judge 
Reed promptly informed the audi 
ence that a repetition would mean 
jail sentences for the guilty. 

The case of Sam Collie, charged 
with the same offense, was finished 
at five o'clock this afternoon and 
given to the jury. The evidence in 
this case was practically the same as 
in the Phelps case, Otis Blick being 
the most important witness. Col- 
lie's defense is about the same as in 
the other case, both defendants pre- 
senting strong alibis. A verdict of 
not guilty was returned. 



The Court of Appeals Saturday 
handed down a decision in the Smith- 
Renshaw case that in effect removes 
all doubts and declares John M. 
Renshaw Sheriff, by the "operation 
of the Statutes. " The original case 
was to come up yesterday before 
Judge Cuok ut! its merits, but was 
passed until to-morrow for the ex- 
amination of the opinion of 26 type- 
written page-;. The opinion is con- 
curred in by < ('Rear, Barker, Lassing 
and Carroll, Nunn, Settle and 
Hobson di?-ent. It passes upon al- 
most every possible phase of the 
case and declares that a vacancy 
existed and that Judge Prowse filled 
it in a lawful manner. If Judge 
Cook should hold David Smith Sher- 
iff still, the appeal would go before 
Judge Barker again and his decision 
in twenty days would of course re- 
affirm the opinion in the writ of pro- 
hibition and injunction cases. No 
matter what further steps are taken, 
it is not possible for Mr. Smith to 
hold on to the office. The original 
case might be appealed, but Ren- 
shaw would be Sheriff in the inter- 
im. In any event, the deci 
makes an election necessary and the

Speech of Permanent Chairman Lodge 
the Distinctive Feature. 

The selection of Senator Henry C. 
Lodge as permanent chairman of the 
Republican national convention was 
formally approved at a meeting of the 
littee on permanent organization 
and it was agreed that all of the other 
temporary officers of the convention 
named on the floor Tuesday should be 
made permanent. Therefore when the 
•onventiou assembled on Wednesday 
o hear the reports of the various com- 
nittees, Senator Lodge was In the 
hair, prepared to direct the delibera- 
tions of the great quadrennial gather- 
ing to its close. 

Incidental to the convening of the 
delegates an Inspiring scene was 
presented when the many marching 
clubs, which have gathered here from 
various parts of the country for the 
purpose of whooping things up for the 
several candidates, paraded through 
the hall. 

The marching clubB assembled 
Michigan avenue, at the foot of Adams 
street, opposite the Art institute, 
marched down Michigan avenue to en- 
trance "H" of the convention hall, Into 
the hall, up the aisle, and out at en- 
trance "D" on Wabash avenue, each 
vieing with the other In efforts to cre- 
ate the most enthusiasm. 

Probably the most Important act of 
the day, and the one having greatest 
significance on the final result of the 
convention, was the adoption of the 
report of the committee on credentials, 
seating the Taft delegations practi- 
cally in toto. If there had been any 
lingering doubt of the Tatf strength it 
disappeared before this decisive ac- 
tion, which in effect placed upward of 
700 delegates in the Taft column. 
Equally important, and even more re 
markable, was the final acceptance of 
this result by the allies without the 
formality of a dissenting minority re- 
port, and without carrying the ques 
tlon to the floor of the convention Tor 
the open fight which had been long 
threatened. Instead of this all fur- 
ther opposition seemed to crumble. 
Those who had promised trouble quiet- 
ly accepted the inevitable. 

After the convention had been called 
to order, the Rev. William O. Waters 
cf Chicago delivered an earnest prayer 
for divine guidance in the affairs of 
e ^ I the day.

THE THIRD DAY 

Adoption of Platform and Nominations 
Hold the Bosrds. 
The final details of the national plat- 
form having been arranged by the 
platform committee, the convention 
was equipped Thursday morning to 
make its declaration of policy and pro 
ceed to the selection of candidates. 
The session opened at 10 o'clock In- 
stead of at noon, as heretofore, so that 
a full day might be had for the dis- 
cussion of principles and men. The 
platform went before the convention 
early In the day and Its adoption was 
followed by the speeches placing in 
nomination the candidates for presi- 
dent. 

Several changes In phraseology were 
made In certain planks of the platform 
as presented to the committee. There 
were also some alterations of an es- 
sentia! character in some of the more 
Important declarations, so that the 
platform as adopted Is in some par- 
ticulars, though in no essentials, dif- 
ferent from the draft of the document 
which was prepared In Washington. 

The presentation of the report on 
permanent organization was the signal 
for Senator burrows to yield his place 
as temporary chairman and to escort 
the platform the permanent chair- 
man of the convention, Senator Lodge 
Massachusetts. Mr. Lodge, trim 
and businesslike, looked as from a 
later generation than the white-haired 
retiring chairman. His voice, too, had 
that resonant New England twang 
which made it ring out to the farthest 
■s of the galleries, carrying met- 
aphor and sarcasm which started the 
to attention and applause, 
president," exclaimed Mr. 
Lodge, "is the best abused and most 
popular man In the United States to- 
day." 

This was the long-awaited signal. 
Instantly a shout broke from the gal- 
leries and was re-echoed from the 
floor, at first only a tempest of de- 
tached yells and cat-calls, and shouts 
of "Teddy," but gradually gathering 
force and volume, until It swelled to 
a whirlwind of sound and motion, as 
delegates and spectators rose en 
masse, mounting Chairs, waving ban- 
ners, hats, handkerchiefs, flags, news- 
papers, anything which could be seized 
upon to add turbulence to the scene. 
Amid the tumult the band struck up, 
but the crash of the brass and drums 
was completely lost in the babel of 
sound which welled from 14,000 
throats. 

Wonderful Demonstration. 
For the first minute Senator Lodge 
stood waiting to proceed, occasionally 
j raising his hand for silence, only to 
I awaken a defiant yell twice louder 
J than before. Five minutes passed and 
Instead of abating the uproar was In- 
creasing. The sergeant-at-arms moved 
up a chair ffor the presiding officer and 
Senator Lodge sank back to await a 
lull in the storm. Five minutes— ten 
minutes— fifteen minutes. 

There was no lull, no abatement. A 
hoarse roar had taken the place of the 
detached yells.

For a time some 
fear was felt by some that a stampede 
was Imminent But the political gen- 
erals were glad to give the pent-up 
enthusiasm of the multitude this out- 
let of expression, and at no time was 
there the slightest apprehension 
among them that the well-deviBed 
plans would miscarry by some over- 
cock, the Taft manager, moved about 
the floor, smiling as the tumult was at 
Its height.

ENUNCIATION OF PRINCIPLES 

Leading All In This Declaration of 
Party Determination Is an Extra- 
ordinance Bit ol Praise For the 
President of the United States. 

The platform adopted by the Re- 
publican national convention at Chica- 
go Is in part as follows: 

Once more the Republican party, In 
national convention assembled, sub- 
mits its cause to the people. This 
great historic organization that de- 
stroyed slavery, preserved the Union, 
restored credit, expanded the national 
domain, established a Bound financial 
Rystem, developed the Industries and 
resources of the country and gave to 
the nation her post of honor in the 
councils of the world, now meets the 
new problems of government with the 
same courage and capacity with which 
solved the old. 

Praise for Roosevelt. 
In this, the greatest era of American 
advancement, the Republican party 
reached Its highest service under the 
leadership of Theodore Roosevelt. His 
administration is an epoch In Ameri- 
can history. In no other period since 
national sovereignty was won under 
Washington or preserved under Lin- 
coln has there been such mighty pro- 
gress in these Ideals of government 
which make for justice, equality and 
fair dealing among men. The highest 
pirations of the American people 
ive found a voice.

Currency and Banking.

tablished a permanent currency sys- 
tem that will avoid all emergencies. 
The Republican party is committed to 
the development of such a permanent 
system, responding to our greater 
needs and In-line in all respects with 
the most progressive nations of the 
world and the appointment of a mon- 
etary commission by the present con- 
gress, which will impartially investi- 
gate all proposed methods, Insures the 
early realization of this purpose.

Anti-Trust Legislation.

the additional protection secured for 
engineers and firemen; the reduction 
in the hours of laborers, trainmen and 
railroad telegraphers; the successful 
exercise of the powers of mediation 
and arbitration between Interstate rail- 
roads and their employes, and the law 
making a beginning In the policy of 
compensation for Injured employes of 
the government are among the most 
commendable accomplishments of the 
present administration. 

The Republican party will uphold at 
all times the authority and Integrity 
of the courts, state and federal, and 
will ever insist that their powers to 
enforce their process and to protect 
life, liberty and property shall be pre- 
served Inviolate. We believe, how- 
ever, that the rules of procedure In the

Everything within the Mammoth 
Cave of Kentucky is wonderful, but 
the really amazing thing is the way 
in which it "breathes." This ia a 
thing which always puzzles tourists. 

The cave takes two "breaths" each 
year. During the winter and spring 
months the wind rushes into the Cav- 
ernous depths with considerable vio 
lence and noise, and then when sum 
mer comes it begins to flow out 
again, Continuing this throughout 
the fall. 

Whether the wind is rushing in or 
out, the current near the entrance 
is always so great that tourists have 
great difficulty in keeping their lan- 
terns lit. Inside the cave, though, 
the "breathing" is less noticeable. 

Altogether the Mammoth Cave is 
one of the natural wonders of the 
world. It is situated in Edmonson 
county, Ky., and was discovered 
about a century ago by a hunter 
named Hutching, who was following 
the trail of a wounded bear. 

The Mammoth Cave is the largest 
of many limestone caverns which un- 
derlie the State of Kentucky. In it 
are more than 200 miles of streets, 
cataracts and lakes, great domes 
rising into the air for hundreds of 
feet, deep chasms whose bottoms 
have never been touched by lead or 
plummet, and tier upon tier of mag- 
nificent apartments decorated by the 
hand of Omnipotence with glittering 
stalagmites and gems of rare beauty. 

Not a ray of sunlight penetrates 
these gloomy depths, and only the 
torch of the guide reveals the treas- 
ures that abound in this region 
where darkness holds eternal sway. 
These wonders have all been, worked 
out by the action of water during 
the countless ages that have elapsed 
in the making of a world. 

It has "The Bridal Altar," a nat- 
ural shrine set between several sta- 
lactite pillars, where romantic cou- 
ples are frequently married; "The 
O.d Arm Chair," in which Jenny 
Lind once sat; "Mary's Vineyard," 
with its clusters of crystal grapes 
a formation which by optical illusion 
is turned into a statue of Martha 
Washington; its "River Styx," with 
eyeless fish; "Echo River," a sheet 
of water which produces musical vi- 
brations and echoes and many other 
wonderful things. 

There is something about the 
chemical composition of the earth in 
the cave that forms saltpeter, and 
during the war of 1812 a vast quan 
tity of gunpowder was made there. 
This was carried out by miners for 
nearly two years and the old ruins 
of the works can still be seen. The 
purity and dryness of the air also 
mummifies bodies, and these have 
been found that belong to prehis- 
toric races, and in a perfect state of 
preservation. The nitrous earth al-

Louisville, June 20.— The insur- 
ance companies which had policies of 
insurance on the tobacco destroyed 
"'night riders" in Russellville, won 
a signal victory In thi opinion jus', 
handed down by Judge Sandidge in 
the Logan ( ir uit Court at Russell- 
ville, which exempts them from lia- 
bility. 

The companies, which were repre- 
sented by Attorneys Bernard Flexner 
and Charles H. Shield, of Louisville, 
refused to pay tbe losses on the 
ground that they were exempted 
from payment under that clause irr 
the policy which excuses them from 
payment of a loss that is caused di- 
rectly or indirectly by "riot." They 
insisted that the losses in question 
were caused by "riot." 

The plaintiffs, on the other hand, 
contended that the clause in ques- 
tion did not excuse the companies 
from payment of a !o3Sby fire caused 
by a "riot," but merely a loss caused 
by the rioters other than a fire loss, 
such as a destruction of the property 
by means other than by a fire. 

The case was elaborately argued 
about two weeks ago, and in his 
opinion Judge Sandidge sustains ev- 
ery contention of ihe insurance com- 
panies holds that it would be doring 
violence to the policy and to the in- 
tention of the parties to take any 
view other than that contented for 
by companies. 

The losses at Russellville amount 
to something over $20,000. The com- 
panies had outstanding policies 
throughout the State aggregating 
$100,000 which the decision affects. 
Similar questions are pending 
Louisville, at Hopkinsville and in 
other parts of the State. 

The New School Law. 

The new school law adopted by the 
last session of the legislature, 
changes, radically, the entire educa- 
tional system of Kentucky. It be- 
hooves every trustee and every citi- 
zen who is interested in education, 
to supply himself with a copy of the 
new law, read it thoroughly and 
make himself familiar with its num- 
erous provisions. 

Under the law, the county consti- 
tutes a single school district, and the 
county judge, county school superin- 
tendent and county attorney are con- 
stituted a commission to divide the 
county into not less than four and 
not more than eight educational di- 
visions. The new law went into ef- 
fect June 15, but doe-; not affect the 
schools for this year. They will be 
taught under the old law as hereto- 
fore. 

After the commission above 
f erred to has laid the county off into 
educational divisions, it will sub-di- 
ide said divisions into school dis- 
tricts which must contain not less 
than 40 children of school age and 
not more than 100. 

On the first Saturday in August 

ection must be held in each school 
district for one trustee The tr^ 
tees must be nominated by the pet 
tion of at least ten persons in his 
school district who are eligible to 
-ote. The election shall be by bal- 
lots which are to be prepared and 
furnished by the county court clerk 
and paid for by the fiscal court of 
each county. The "riicers of election 
for each school district shall be a 
clerk and two judges, who shall be 
appointed by the regular election 
commissioners of the county. 

The new law does not interfere in 
any way with high schools of the 
county which are already established. 
The following is a brief summary of 
the law whose provisions must be at 
once complied with: 

The law went into effect June 15, 
1908. The county is to be divided 
into educational divisions before Ju- 
ly 15, 1908; each school sub-district 
elects one trustee on the first Satur- 
day in August; the division boards 
organize before August 81, 1908; the 
first election of icacheia under this 
law is held the last Saturday in June, 
1909; the first meeting of the county 
board of education ia held the first 
Saturday in September, 1908. 

It will be seen that the school 
sion of 1908-9 will not be directed by 
the new law. A bulletin will short- 
ly be issued, giving detailed infor- 
mation and suggestions concerning 
the operation of this law.

NIGHT RIDER BAND 



Several Believed to Have 
Been Wounded by Troops. 



Frankfort. Ky.. June 20 —Several 
night riders may have been wound- 
ed and a hotly of them was repulsed 
by the soldiers in an altack which 
was made on the home of Louis Kin- 
ney, in Bracken county, in an at- 
tempt that was made to kidnap Kin- 
ney, who was an important witness 
against the night riders. The soldiers 
who were on guard at Kinney's 
house fired several volleys at the 
riders and it is believed that several 
were wounded and carried off by 
their comrades. 

The news of the clash between the 
soldiers and the night ridew came to 
Frankfort this afternoon in a report 
from Maj. Webb, who is in command 
of the soldiers now on duty in Brack- 
en county. Maj. Webb said in his 
report that a band of men went to 
Kinney's house about midnight last 
night and attempted to take him 
from his home. 

They never had a chance to carry 
out their intentions, as the soldiers 
who have been guarding Kinney's 
home, in anticipation of an attack 
on him, promptly began shooting as 
soon as they saw the night riders, 
who fled. Maj. Webb says he has 
reason to believe that the bullets 
fired by the soldiers found human 
marks. 

Louis Kinney is a brother of the 
prosecuting attorney in Bracken 
county and has made a determined 
effort to bring to justice the men 
who have been raiding in Bracken 
county. Kinney says that he will 
tell the next grand jury the names 
of many men who have been on raids 
with the night riders and believes 
that he has sufficient evidence to 
convict many. Kinney recently was 
whipped by a band of the night 
riders. 

Resident^ of Jacksonville neigh- 
borhood, in Shelby county, near the 
Franklin county line, where Newton 
Hazelett was killed several weeks 
ago, are much excited and it is fear- 
ed serious trouble may result. This 
morning there were found on the 
front porch of William Thompson, a 
son of Col. W. E. Thompson, a prom- 
nent member of the Burley Tobacco 
Society, a box of matches, a bottle 
of poison and a bundle of switches. 
A note said that Thompson had bet- 
ter leave within ten days or suffer 
the consequences. The note was 
signed ' L. and O. L." the initials of 
the Law and Order League. It is 
feared that there may be a mild sort 
of civil war in "that neighborhood. 
Troop3 are still on duty in that sec- 
tion.

Dear Sir:- According to a resolution 
passed by the board of directors of 
the H. T. G. A., at a meeting held 
by them in Owensboro., Ky., on May 
1908, I am notifying you so that 
you can notify your board of con- 
trol to meet with the different 
boards of control of the several dis- 
tricts in Kentucky, growing differ- 
ent types of tobacco, at Bowling 
Greeen, Ky., on the 9th day of July, 
1908. 

The purpose of this meeting is to 
consider ways and means for the 
consummation of the H. T. G. A. 
We deem this matter one of exceed- 
ing importance. 

In the first place it is absolutely 
necessary that the different districts, 
which are under the several organi- 
zations, should at least recognize the 
importance of the co-operation in 
pricing, selling and limitation of 
crop growing. These matters we 
consider of vital importance to all 
tobacco growers, it matters not of 
what district they are associated 
with. 

We deem the further necessity of 
co-operation among all tobacco 
growers for the fact that it is an un- 
disputable question but what one 
type of tobacco can be substituted 
for another type to a certain extent, 
if not wholly so, it is true, however, 
that it would be a difficult matter 
to substitute one type of tobacco 
wholly for another, but at the same 
time if you advance the price of the 
raw material of one type and depre- 
ciate another type, it will certainly 
be substituted one for another. 

Together with these facts as we 
see the situation after a careful in- 
vestigation, we believe that the to- 
bacco growers throughout the State 
of Kentucky almost, if not quite, 
won the fight for their freedom and 
the right to price their product. 

We trust your board will consider 
this meeting one of vital importance 
and will be present and give us the 
aid of your wise counsel as to wheth- 
er you want to extend and continue 
a H. T. G. A. If you fail to join us 
in this meeting, we will be forced to 
decide that you do not care to co- 
operate with the rest of the districts 
in Kentucky.

Trust to Blame. 

There is absolutely no excuse ex- 
cept cupidity for the soaring meat 
prices, if the government figures are 
correct.

New York. June 22.— The Illinois 
Central, it is learned has decided not 
to exercise its July 1 option on a con- 
trolling interest in the Tennessee 
Central, and on that date it will give 
up the operation of this line, over 
which the Illinois Central reaches 
Nashville. The Southern Railwi 
which, alongthe Illinois Central, has 
an interest in this option, will not ex- 
ercise its rights, as was made known 
some time ago, so that on-July 1 con- 
trol of the Tennessee Central Rail- 
way will revert to the former own- 
ers. 

This means the abandonment by 
the Illinois Central of a line under 
its own control into Nashville. It 
was said today that the line to Nash- 
ville had been operated at a loss, 
and therefore its abandonment 
would be profitable to the Illinois 
Central, rather than otherwise. 

The option on the Tennessee was 
taken by the Illinois Central and the 
Southern Railway three years ago. 
The Southern had a two-thirds in- 
terest in this option, and the Illinois 
Central one-third. Part of the 
transaction was the purchase of 
$4,000,000 prior lien bondB of the 
Tennesseee Central, of which two- 
thirds were paid for by the Southern 
and the other third by the Illinois 
Central. The two roads continue to 
hold these bonda.but control of Ten- 
nessee Central will rest.after July 1, 
ith the old owners, who are chiefly 
St. Louis people. 

is understood that the control 
of the securities upon which the 
Southern and the Illinois Central 
hold the option is vested in a syndi- 
uate which was to have expired on 
July 1. The officials of the roads 
said yesterday that they had no in- 
formation regarding the affairs of 
this syndicate. The securities con- 
trolled by this syndicate iucludi 
is understood, the $8,000,000 of the 
rood's capital stock and $8,006,000 
of general mortgage bonds. What 
the exact purchase price fixed in the 
option is could not be learned. 

In the negotiations between these 
two roads which resulted in the pur- 
chase of the prior lien bonds and the 
granting of an option for control of 
the road, the owners of the Tennes- 
see Central were represented by 
United States Senator Bailey, of 
Texas. The reason for the decision 
of tha Illinois Central and the South- 
ern not to exercise the option is that 
the option price agreed upon three 
years ago is no longer regarded as 
favorable, in view of changed con- 
ditions which now prevail. 

The Tennessee Central is 290 miles 
long, including branches, which runs 
east from Nashville to Harriman, 
Term., where it connects with the 
Southern Railway at a distance of 
165, and west to a connection with 
the Illinois Central, a distant* of 
about 85 miles. The Ik.e . fforded 
both these systems a direct entrance 
to Nashville. The western division 
has been operate 1 oy :he lllinoio 
Central and trie eastern division by 
the Southern Railway si. ice Deccem- 
ber, 1905.
